ence to the V.R.C.'a bath which muet have 
bevn appreciated by many membors of that 
Club. 

Since the completion of the eastern par- 
tiun of the Praya Reclamation works the 
bath has become filthier than it evor was 
befo e—which is. E admit, saying a grew 
deal,—and at low water those who enter it 
do so at noi considerable risk to health, 
At high water, he bath is cleaner, 
and the evil smell ao nuticeable at low. 
water dis-ppoars almost ontiroly, but, 
when the tidy is high about mid-day 
it is, of coureo, danger-us to venture 
into the water for one’s naval dip. Pend- 
ing the Gorernment’s proposals with regard 
to the Praya extension, the Club Com- 
mnittco may be in a dilemma as to what 
steps they sbould take for the improve- 
ment of the bath and the providing of 
better and safer facilnies for its members, 
and uo rasonuble mewber would think of 
har.ssing them by making . ptoposals 
entailing a large expenditure ; but, while 
considering the situation, it would not be 
demanding ton much to ask them to con- 
arrnct a matting cuver for say half of the 
bath. This weuld cust a very small som, 
it would make bathing safe at- bigh tio 
during the day when tho sun waa wp, and 
it could be 8. arranged as to bo easily 
removable wers a pele enticipated,
